REMARKS 

Claims 1-53 have been cancelled without prejudice. New claims 54-71 have been 

added. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 

In the Office Action, claims 1-4, 7-18, 24-31, 33-43 and 53 were rejected under 
35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over Hovda ('172) in view of Unsworth ('927). 

In the Office Action, claims 44-52 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Hovda ('172) in view of Unsworth ('927) and further in view of 
Schroeppel ('038). 

In the Office Action, claims 1-11, 13-16 and 24-32 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§103(a) as being unpatentable over Hovda ('172) in view of Unsworth ('927) and further 
in view of Panescu et al. ('038). 

In the Office Action, claim 19 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Hovda ('172) in view of Unsworth ('927) and further in view of 
Moaddeb et al. ('078). 

In the Office Action, claims 22 and 23 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Hovda ('172) in view of Unsworth ('927) and further in view of 
Knoepfler('087). 

In the Office Action, claim 21 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Hovda ('172) in view of Unsworth ('927) and further in view of 
Knoepfler ('087) in view Borst et al. ('688). 

Claims 1-53 have been cancelled without prejudice thereby rendering their 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) moot.
